It was a grev-blue envelope with the 
French postmark of such 
which come to a group of warm-hearted 
American men and who have 
constituted themselves godfathers and 
godmothers to the little French children 
made fatherless by the war —and this is 
the message it held, written laboriously 
by Felix.

You see our time 
was limited here also, as we wanted to 
catch a train back to Brussels that night 
and had only about an hour to see the 
city.
